The  importance  of  tree  planting  has  been 
recognized  ofiate  to  such  an  extent  that 
several  of  the  Stales  have  enacted  laws 
making  an  abatement  of  taxes  to  those  who 
plant  and  care  for  a  given  number,  and 
special  days  designated  “Arbor  Days,” 
have  been  set  apart  either  by  law  or  exec 
utive  proclamation  for  the  performance7  of 
this  duty. 

Bloomfield  is  rich  in  tho  beauty,  number 
and  variety  of  its  ornamental  trees,  but 
there  is  yet)  room  for  more._  Many  property 
owners  are  remiss  in  the  matter,  and 
strangely  oblivious  to  their  own  interests. 
Others  who  have  set  out  trees  have  ne¬ 
glected  to  trim  and  prune  them,  and  they 
have  become  unsightly  and  their  lower  limbs 
too  near  the  ground  far  either  bpauty  or 
the  convenience  of  those  who  walk  or  drive 
under  them.  All  good  citizens  would  con¬ 
fer  a  lasting  benefit  by  resolutely  interfer- 
with  those  who  use  the  trees  as  “bulletin

The  Race  tor  tbe  America’s  Cup. 

No  race  in  English  waters,  no  matter  how 
many  the  competing  vessels  or  how  deftly 
bandied  by  professionals  or  amateurs,  will  ex¬ 
cite  one  tithe  of  the  int.  rest  which  will  attach 
to  the  race  for  tbe  America’s  cup.  It  is  not 
easy  to  be  very  hopeful  a tsiut  this  contest,  and 
the  highest  admiration  must  be  felt  for  the  ad- 
veuturous  spirit  of  tbe  owners,  who  intend  to 
make  an  effort  to  briug  that  much  coveted  cup 
back-  The  conditions  laiddowu  for  the  con¬ 
test  are,  iudted,  very  strongly  in  favor  of 
American  competitors.  Tbe  English  yacht* 
must  cross  the  Atlantic,  and  must,  therefore, 
be  sea  going  vessels.  The  Ameiican  yacht, 
which  has  to  go  through  no  such  ordeal,  may 
be  a  mere  racing  machine.  If  challenger  and 
challenged  cannot  agree  as  to  the  conditions  of 
the  contest  the  former  has  the  not  very  valu¬ 
able  right  of  claiming  to  have  one  de¬ 
cisive  match  sailed,  while  tbe  latter 
will  be  entitled  to  name  the  compet¬ 
ing  yacht  on  the  morning  of  the  bat¬ 
tle.  What  this  privilege  means,  of  course, 
every  one  knows,  and  it  is  superfluous  to  ob¬ 
serve  that,  without  the  slightest  mala  fldes, 
difficulties  may  arise  at  tny  moment.  Tbe  six 
months’  notice  required  gives  time  to  build  a 
yacht  on  purpose  to  beat  the  English  one,  a  ad 
whether  this  condition  has  technically  been 
complied  with  or  not,  it  is  clear  that  tbe  Amer¬ 
icans  have  time,  as  according  to  tbe  latest 
news  a  centre-board  sloop  is  lo  be  built  on 
purpose  to  fight  the  much-dreaded  vessels.  A 
fair  weather  racing  machine  of  this  kind  will 
have  in  ordinary  Summer  winds  a  great  ad¬ 
vantage  as  against  tbe  solid  English  yachts, 
wbich  will,  we  fear,  engage  in  a  very  unequal 
contest;  hut  if  happily  the  breezes  blow  they 
may  be  victorious,  and  if  they  are  not,  tbe  bat¬ 
tles  may  be  such  as  to  yield  more  glory  to  tbe 
vanquished  than  to  the  victor. -j- The  Saturday 
Review.

He  therefore  sailed 
west,  and  discovered  an  ice-bound  country, 
which  he  called  “Greenland,”  because,  quoth 
he,  “people  will  be  attracted  to  it  if  tbe  land 
has  a  good  name.”  This  intended  fraud 
upon  emigrants  was  an  example  that  was  fol¬ 
lowed  in  bis  own  day,  as  well  as  in  later  times, 
for  an  imaginative  chronicler  subsequently  as¬ 
serted  tbat’  there  is  tbe  be6t  of  wheat  in  Green¬ 
land.”  In  A.  D.  994  Eric  and  bis  son  Leif, 
having  heard  of  new  lands  further  west  hav¬ 
ing  been  sighted  by  Bjarne,  made  up  their 
minds  to  explore  them,  and  for  that  purpose 
bought  and  fitted  out  Bjarne’s  vessel. 
But  Eric  while  on  bis  way  to  the  port  was 
thrown  by  his  horse,  and  took  his  .fall  as  an 
omen  that  he  was  not  destined  to  give  any  more 
tireenlands  to  the  world,  and  he  therefore 
allowed  Leif  to  sail  without  him.  But  from 
what  we  know  of  his  proclivities,  we  may  be 
quite  sure  that  he  had  a  wonderful  name  al¬ 
ready  coined  for  that  new  land— Vineland  the 
Good.  Could  words  picture  a  more  attractive 
bait  for  emigrants?  How  much  of  the  story  of 
the  subsequent  exploration  of  YTineland  by  his 
son  Leifxs  purely  imaginary  it  is  difficult  to 
say.  Al i  that  relates  to  ship-loads  of  grapes, 
self-sown  fields  of  wheat,  and  the  genial  semi- 
tropical  Winter  climate  of  that  favored  land, 
we  may  dismiss  as  myths  or  exaggeratioDa 
Where, then,  was  Vineland  situated?— Popular 
Science  Monthly.

Hoapitality  and  Home-Keeping. 

As  we  all  feel;  “Our  houses  are  hardly  our 
own  till  we  share  them.”  Who  does  not  cele¬ 
brate  tbe  taking  possession  of  a  new  dwelling 
by  calling  bis  frieods  together  to  rejoice  with 
him  in  its  beauty  and  comfort,  aa  if  no  mera 
material  fires  were  enough  for  a  true  house¬ 
warming  without  that  glow  and  radiance 
wbich,  shining  from  sympathetic  hearts  and 
eyes,  vivifies  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  new 
habitation,  and  transforms  wbat  was  mere 
carpenters’  and  masons’  work  into  that  heaven's 
vestibule,  a  home,  iu  which  the  happy  owners 
feel  themselves  at  once  masters  and  servants, 
priests  and  hosts,  always  busv  and  yet  infinite¬ 
ly  at  rest?  And  what  house  has  not  its  “spare 
room,”  its  guest  chamber,  sacred  to  tboae  whom 
love,  duty,  or  compassion  invite  to  its  shelter? 
Hospitality  is  one  of  tbe  primal  instincts  of 
man.  Nor  is  it  only  an  instinct.  It  is  a 
virtue,  and  sometimes  a  very  loftv  one.  It  is 
most  touching  among  tbe  poor,  most  graceful 
in  tbe  rich,  and  most  difficult  in  the  middle 
classes.  To  receive  gueBts  has  been  the  pride 
of  the  English  noble,  the  religion  of  the  Arab, 
would  not  go  further.  A  few  months  later,  all 
tbe  amusement  of  tbe  country  squire,  tbe  sign 
of  brotherhood  among  pioneers,  tbe  polite 
show  of  the  Chinese,  the  joy  of  children,  tbe 
delight  and  terror  of  young  wives,  and  the 
duty,  performed  with  a  varying  mixture  of 
pleasure  and  fatigue,  of  the  average  American. 
If  there  are  any  thoughts  by  wbich  tbe  pleas¬ 
ure  can  be  made  more  aod  tbe  fatigue  leas  to 
our  own  countrymen,  and  especially  country¬ 
women,  for  it  is  upon  these  that  tbe  care  and 
labor  chiefly  come,  let  us  consider  them. — Good 
Housekeeping 


Herat  Valley. 

The  Herat  Valley  must  now  be  much  leaa 
populous  than  when  a  Persian  army  of  100,000 
men  lived  and  subsisted  in  it  for  nearly  two 
years.  The  population  of  tbe  city  is  not  more 
than  15,000.  Although  the  valley  of  Herat  la 
fertilized  by  numerous  streams  from  the  Heri 
Rood,  and  its  rich  black  soil  has  abundant  fer¬ 
tility,  it  has  few  indications  of  prosperous 
vitality ;  it  had  as  we  looked  on  ic  an  aspect  of 
desolation,  of  decay.  If  tbe  disintegration  of 
tbe  city  walls  has  not  seriously  advanced,  it 
cannot  be  said  that  they  are  perfect,  or  that 
the  defences  are  complete.  On  the  villages  a 
lifeless  blank  appears  to  have  fallen ;  tbe 
attention  paid  to  their  defences  may  be  due  to 
peace,  to  the  sense  of  security  that  has  arisen, 
bat  the  energies  that  were  engaged  and  strained 
in  the  preservation  of  existence  do  not  now 
appear  to  be  directed  to  any  peaoeful  produc¬ 
tion.  In  many  respects  tbe  position  of  tbe  dtA 
of  Herat  is  disappointing.  Tbe  city  is  not 
strong  for  defence,  although  a  mud -walled  city 
of  mud  houses  may  offer  more  resistance  »-»»ar 
more  formidable-looking  stone  defence*.  There 
are  in  the  valley  many  positions  from  which  to 
strike  the  city,  and  tbe  Afghans  appear  to  be 
sensible  of  this.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
Government  of  Abdurrahman,  which  has  done 
so  much  to  pacify  and  organize  Afghanistan, 
has  not  overlooked  and  will  not  neglect  tbe  de¬ 
fences  of  Herat:  still,  a  town  girdled  by  vil- 
lagee  cannot  be  considered  stroog.  —London 
Standard.
